Yefterday arriv'd from Holland, the Mail of Fri- 
laft. 
= the Amft. and Bruffels Gaz. dated April 2. &c. 
Madrid, March 32. 
E have receiv'd Advice, that the 
Count de las Totres is incamp’d at 
Yefta within 3 Leagues of Valen- 
cia, ard ’tis faid he will advance 
towards that City when he is joyn’d 
by the Troops of the Bps.of Murcia and Orihuela, of 
which Brigadier Mahon hasthe Command, They 
write from Eftremadura, that the Portugueze have 
begun to encamp near Eftremos, and that they have 
put their Horfes to gra fs till all things are got ready 
for the Siege of Badajox. That Place is well forti- 
fy'd, and provided wich all things necffary for a vigo- 
rous Defence. Wereckon we bave on that fide 16 
or 13000 Men, Spaniards ; but having little reliance 
on thofe Troops, which are made up of new Le- 
vies, it has been refolv’d to fortify fome Places in 


the Neighbourhood of Badajox, to ftup the Enemy 


till Sucours of French Troops can get thither. The 
Queen has fent the Marquis de Risbourg to com- 
mand in Badaj x; he fer out Poft the 9th Inftant, 
and ‘tis fuppos’d got thicker Yefterday: Great Con- 
fidence is plac’'d in his Valour, The Duke of Berwick 
arriv’d laft Night, he will ftay here but 4 Days, and 
then fet out to command the Army in Eftremadura ; 
The French Troops defign’d to reinforce that Army,

Bayone,March 21. 2000 Recruits,which fome days 
ago went from hence tojoyn the French Troops under 
the Marthal de Theffe, are countermanded, and are 
to march to Eftremadura to ferve in the Army to be 
comminded by the Duke of Berwick.

Toulon, March 12. We are fending away 184 
Barks laden with Provifions and Ammunition for 
our Forces in Catalonia. M. de Bafville Incendant 
of Languedoc has fent 400 Mules to Catalonia to 
ferve thofe Troops in carrying Provifions; and 
_— Livres to the Duke de Noailles to pay the 

roops. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 30. 
_ Paris, March 22. Some Advices fiom Barcelona 
inform us, that upon the coming of M. de Bellefon- 
taine with his Squadron before Barcelona, King 
Chares referr’dir to the Confidera:ion of his Coun- 
cil whether ir might be advifeable for him to retire 
our of chat City or not: But that the Magiftrates and 
Inbabirants hearing of ir, waited on bim and pro- 
mis'd to Sacrifice their Lives and Fortunes in his De- 
fence ; whereupon that Prince gave them his Word 
he would nor leave them: And the Inhabirants gave 
iminediare Proof of their Loyalty and Aff Aion for 
him, by fending part of their Plate into the Mint to 
be coyn’d for bi: Ute; the Convenrs alfo prefented 
him a great Sum of Money. We have Advice that 
2 of our Ships cf War, call’d the Medenblich and 
Avophitrice, which Sail’d from Port Louis for Averi- 
Ca abour 16 Months ago, are arriv’d at the Groin, 
With a great Quantity of Silver and rich Goods on 

bard: They have brought with them a Porrugueze 
Min of War which they rock in their Voyage, 
whofe Cargo is valued at so000 Pieces of Eight ; 
and.2 Soanith Ships verv richly laden from Buenos 


Ayres, came under their Conyoy.

Perpignan, March 16. We have receiv d Advice; 
that the Count de Touloufe has appear'd cff Rofes, 
but could not‘come to an Anchor in thatBay,b; 
of boifteros Winds. The Marquis de Legal, who 
has the Command of theArmy in the Neighbour- 
hood of Toroella, confitting of 2: Battalions and 
fome Squadrons, is to march to moirow iowards 
Barcelona. Being to leave Guonve bebiid him. all 
the Troops, Provifions, Artillery, &c. left here, are 
gone to j»yn bim before he decamp: 5 and for the 
fucure we fhall fend to him by Sea. M, de Lapara 
is arriv’d at Toroella. We are well i.form’a the 
Enemy have a Body of oré000 Minr..gular troops, 
befides a good Number of Miquelets, at Gironne ; 
with which ’tis likely they will endeavour to annoy 
our Army in their march, The 13:h 8 Spaniards and 
a Woman of Quality of the fame Nation, arriv’d 
here from Barcelona, and confirm the extraordinary 
Affection of the Catalonians for King Charles,which 
is fo prevalent upon them, that the very Pricfts and 

Monks mount the Guard with the Burghers: The 
fay likewife, that that Prinee having fent all his 
Troops to the Frontier, except 500 Men, the Inha- 
bitants of Barcelona have affur'd him, that if he 
thinks fic ro fend thofe 500to any Place where they, 
may be of Ufe, they will chemfelves guard the City, 
being derermin’d to lofe their Lives and Fortunes in 
his Defence. | 
From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated April 1, and 27 
Pars, March 26. The Chevalier de Mommin ar- 
riv’d the 24th from the Camp at Cafpe, which he 
left the 16th. He reports, thar all was in a Ready- 
nefs for paffing the Segra, the King having put him- 
felf at the Head of that Army ; and that ic appear’d 
King Charles had a Defign to oppofe the Junction of 
that Prince with the Marquis de Legal, having to 
that End fent all his Troops towards Lerida and Gi- 
rone. Some Advices from Spain, fay King Charles 
has lately receiv’d 40000 Piftoles, brought by 3 Eng- 
lith Ships of War from Leghorne and landed at Tar- 
ragona. The following Leter, of which the Mar- 
fhal de Theffe is faid to be the Author, was written 
from the Camp at Cafpe the 12th Inftan: ; and re- 
rapes the March of the Army thence to befiege 

arcelona, as a hazardous Enterprize. 

T H E King of Spain is arriv'd in our Army, and 
all things are difpofing for a {peedy March ; the 
Enterprize is great, difficult, and fubject ro many 
Obftacles ; yet the Mifchief is, that in Affairs of 
fuch Importance as this, we muft depend wholly up- 
on Chance, not having in our Power the Means ne- 
erflary to affure us of Succefs, I tell you once agen, 
we may hope to facceed ; In defperate Difeafes, ‘tis 
often neceffary to pafs over the ordinary Methods, 
and have Recourfe to dangerous Remedies ; and "tis 
thus we are going to lofe all Communication with 
France for a Time. The Archbithop of Saragoffa 
has newly order'd, throughout his Divcefs, the Hoft 
to be expos'd, and publick Prayers to be made, as 
alfo Faftirg, Confeifion, Repentance, and fo forth, 
for obrairing the Bleffi.g of God on the Arms of 
King Philip V, that he may clear the Monarchy of 
Spain of the Herericks, &c. If the Bufinefs were to 
he done that Wy, and God thould blefs the Arms of 
him that bas the Majority of Voices, our Scale 
would focn kick the Beam ; for I believe that a- 
mong the Spaniards, there are more that Pray in- 
wardly for Charles III than for Philip V. I am, &c. 
The Value of the Plate brought by the Ships Jare- 
ly arriv’d from America, amounts to 9 of 10 Millions 
of Lives ; but the King has appropriated it to his 
own 
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own fe; amdigiven the Merchants to whom ir be- 
longs his Notes for it. 

From the Leiden Gazette, &c. dated April 1. 

From the Camp at Cafpe, March 16. The 7th In- 
tant, King Philip V. arriv’d at Daroca, where the 
Marthal de Theffe met him with a Detachment of 
yooo Horfe. His Majefty held a Council of War 
there, and the 8th left that Place and came to Caria- 
“na; the gth to Longarez ; the roth to Befchite ; 
the 11th to Yxar ; and the 12th arriv’d here with all 
his Retinue. To Day or to Morrow, his Majefty 
“with pafs the Ebro, with the Troops that are here, to 
joyn thofe commanded by the Chevalier d’Asfeld, at 

indafnos ; then we fhall be 18 Bartallions and 15 
“Squadrons ftrong, and the 18th thall pafs the Segra, 
‘over a Bridge of Boats between Fraga and Mequi- 
nenza ; at leaft unlefs we are bindes'd by the Ene- 
my, of whom there are 5 of 6000 Men near Lerida, 
befides Miquelets ; who may difpute our Paflage. 
We hourly expect a Courier from the Marquis de 
Legal, that we may regulate our Motions by his. 
We take with us 12 Days Provifions, to laft us only 
to the Place of Rendezvous, for we reckon to find 
there Provifions enough, brought by Sea. 

From the Paris Letter, dared March 29. 
Pars, March 29. They write from Court, that 
‘they had Advice by a Letter from Perpignan, thar 
‘the King of Spain was expected at Fraga the 18:h 
Inftant ; that bis Majeity had caus'd a Proclamation 
to be publith’d, promifing Pardon to all his Subjects 
that fhould fubmir to him, and threatening to téat 
the reft with all poffible Rigour : That the Englih 
Forces at 
Montjuich ; chat the Catalonians had the Defence of 
the City committed to them, and that the Burghers, 
Priefts and Monks mounted the Guard without Di- 
ftin@ion. Yefterday Morning a Courier from the 
Count de Tonloufe arriv’d at Verfailles, and report- 
ed, that for a Fortnight together, that,Prince’s Squa- 
dron had been tofs'd about by hard Winds, but that 
at laft he was come to an Anchor at Rofez ; that, by 
the Storm 2 Men of. Wan were damag’d ; that one 
of them (the St. Louis) was not however fo much 
damag’d as to be rendred unierviceable ; and would 
proceed with the reftto Barcelona; but rhatthe other 
was order'd back ro Toulon, that its Crew migh: be 
put on Board one of the Ships that is fitting our 
there. They write likewife from Court, that it was 
reported there the Admiral had taken 5 Veffels bound 
from Leghorne with Provifions for Barcelona. The 
Marquis de Roye, Lieutenant General of the Galleys, 
has taken Leave of the Court, to go to Marfeilles to 
command 8 Galleys appointed to joyn the Ships of 
War before Barcelona. The Count de Pontchart- 
rain has given out he has Advice, that the Spanith 
Galleons are fail’d from Cadiz. 
From the Amferdam Courant, dated April 3. 
Paris, March 29. Yefterday an Exprefs arriv’d
